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PUBLISHER'S NOTE 


This new edition of The Little Oxford Dictionary aims at maintaining the high 
standards of scholarship associated with the name ‘Oxford’. Like its companions 
among the small dictionaries it offers an up-to-date body of vocabulary which 
draws on the extensive research undertaken for the four-volumc Supplement to the 
Oxford English Dictionary, now in progress. Its size will not accommodate notes on 
disputed points of usage of the kind included in The Oxford Paperback Dictionary 
(1979), but it identifies correct usage by omitting what is unacceptable and by 
giving precedence to the preferred spelling or pronunciation in cases where two or 
more arc in use. Special care has becn taken to provide appropriate labels for 
technical and scientific vocabulary, sensitive religious, racial, and sexual words, 
and words classed as slang, colloquial, or vulgar

The Little Oxford Dictionary was first compiled by Mr. George Ostler, who was for 
many years a member of the composing and reading staff of the Oxford University 
Press. After his death in 1929, Mrs. Jessie Coulson, a meinber of the editorial staf 
of the Oxford English Dictionary, took the work over and saw it through the final 
Stages to its publication in 1930. Mrs. Coulson prepared the subsequent three 
editions of the dictionary and remained its editor until 1976. 

In preparing this fifth edition I am indebted not only to my predecessors as 
editors of LOD but also to many present members of the Oxford English Dic- 
tionary department for help and support, in particular the Chief Editor. 
Dr. R. W. Burchfield C.B.E. The text of the dictionary has been examined by. 
Mr. A. J. Augarde and Dr. J. B. Sykes, and sections of it by Mr. M. W. Grose, 
Miss J. M. Hawkins, Miss E. Rogerson, and Mr. A. J. Spooner, and all have 
provided valuable critical comment. The proof-readers were Mr. D. J. Edmonds 
and Mr. A. Hodgson. Mrs. I. M. Brown, Mrs. M. Griffin, and Mrs. A. Whear have 
given typing and other assistance. I extend grateful thanks to all these.

The part of speech is given in italics. v. (and n. in col. 2). 

Irregular inflexional forms: if a verb has irregularly-formed past 
tenses these are given in bold, with pronunciation when necessary. 
Thus threw is the Pas tense, and thrown the past participle, of this verb. 
If only onc form is given (for example stood at the entry for stand) this 

‘ indicates that the past tense and past participle both have this form. 

Irregularly-formed present participles of verbs (for example lying at 
the entry for lie?) and comparatives and superlatives of adjectives and 
adverbs (for example better and best at the entry for good) are given in 
the same way. 3 

Labels to indicate that a word or sense is restricted to a particular 
type of discourse or subject are given in italics: fig., collog., Crick., 
Theatr. 

The swung dash ~ is used as a substitute for the headword in 
combinations and phrases, for example in ~ away and ~-away, stand- 
ing for throw away and tirow-away. F; 

Round brackets () are used to enclose words that are explanatory or 
optional: for example ‘release (thing) after imparting motion’, or 
*project (rays, light, ctc.)", indicating the type of noun that often appears 
as the object of this: verb; ‘~-away, (thing) to be thrown away’, 
indicating that 'throw-away' can be an adjective meaning ‘to be thrown 
away’ or a noun mcaning ‘a thing to be thrown away". 

Words such as prepositions or adverbs which are commonly used 
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with the headword in any particular sense are given in italic. For 
example “put (clothes etc.) hastily on, off, etc." indicates that the usual 
construction would be ‘to throw one's clothes on’ or ‘to throw onc's 
clothes off or any similar phrase. 

When a word normally written with a lower-case initial Ictter also 
has a sense in which it is written with a capital letter, this is indicated 
by the swung dash preceded by the capitalized initial letter, for example
